Tyson  Hall 

Tyson  Hall  is  the  second  ot  the  Y-shaped 
buildings  and  is  named  after  Elizabeth  S. 
Tyson.  Ms.  7\son  was  the  pioneer  of  West 
Chester  University's  Speech  Clinic.  Tyson 
Hall  houses  about  450  male  and  female 
students  living  on  co-ed  floors  and  wings. 
There  are  three  wings  connected  by  a 
common  lobby  where  students  can  study  or 
hang  out  with  their  friends.  This  hall  has 
seven  floors  and  has  ping  pong  tables,  pool 
tables  and  air  hockey  tables  in  the  first  floor 
lobbv. 


Ramsey  Hall 

Ramsey  Hall,  named  after  former  English 
professor  Doroth\'  Ramsey,  is  one  of  three  Y- 
shaped  buildings  on  North  Campus.  Ramsey  Hall 
sits  on  the  corner  of  Shaipless  and  New  Street; 
next  to  the  'Lawrence  Center.  It  is  the  oldest 
residence  hall  and  has  6  floors.  This  residence 
hall  houses  approximately  400  students  and  is  a 
co-ed  building.

This  residence  hall 
uses  around  350  students  in  its  single  sexed 
d  co-ed  wings.  Located  in  the  Residential 
lad  in  front  of  Sanderson  are  lighted  volleyball 
d  basketball  coin-ts. 


Schmidt  Hall 

imidt  Hall  is  named  after  Gertrude  K.  Schmidt  was  the 
.mder  of  tlie  music  progiam  here  at  WCU,  Schmidt  Hall 
la  "V"  shaped  co-ed  residence  hall  and  houses  about  400 
iidents,  Schmidt  is  located  on  die  corner  of  Rosedale  and 
l;w  Streets  across  from  the  Calverv  Lutlierii  Church, 


McC:ardiy  Hall 

McCiirth)-  Hall,  named  after  first  Dean  of  Women 
Grace  D,  McCardiy,  is  an  all  female  residence  hall. 
It  is  the  only  single  sex  residence  hall  on  campus 
and  houses  appioximately  250  females.  Located  in 
McCardiy's  basement  is  die  McC:ardiy  Clhildren's 
Center.  The  center  allows  students  to  learn 
teaching  skills  while  working  with  small  children. 


Wayne  Hall 

Named  after  General  Anthony  Wayne  who  served  with 
George  Washington  in  die  Revoludonary  War,  Wayme  Hall 
is  a  nine  floor  residence  hall  diat  houses  approximately 
350  male  and  female  students  on  six  of  its  floors.  PACE 
and  the  Health  Center  also  reside  in  Wayne  Hall, 


Killinger  Hall 

Home  of  die  "Killer  Bees"  killingei-  Hall  is  a  "L"  shaped 
residence  hall  and  is  named  after  Glenn  Killinger  former  Dean 
of  Men  and  football  coach.  Also  known  as  K-hall  is  the  only 
1  esidence  hall  widi  a  24  hour  quiet  policy  for  all  of  its  floors,  K- 
hall  houses  approximately  300  male  and  femal  students,  many 
wiio  belong  in  the  pre-med  and  Honor  programs.

iVloving  in  to  the  dorm  was  never  easy!  Fighting 
traffic,  fighting  for  an  elevator  to  avoid  the  steps, 
and  fighting  the  heat  made  the  day  all  the  more 
longer  for  parents  and  students.    With  limited 
parking  on  campus,  parents  often  parked  on  the 
grass,  unpacked  the  car  on  the  lawn,  then  drove 
away  leaving  their  son  or  daughter  to  carry  their 
belongings  up  to  their  room.    After  the  unpacking 
of  the  car,  the  set  up  of  the  room  began.
